“Restrictions May Appl 
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The United States spent $80 billion on spy ac- 
tivities in 2010, the first time the government 
has officially announced the total tab for in- 
telligence spending. 
The amount included $53.1 billion on 
non-military intelligence programs, a 
6 percent boost from the previous year, 
according to a statement released Thurs- 
day by the Office of the Director of Na- 
tional Intelligence. 

The military spent an additional $27 bil- 

lion on its intelligence apparatus, said Penta- 
gon spokesman Col. Dave Lapan. 

No further details were released. 
The government is required by law to reveal 
the total amount of money spent to spy on other 
nations, terrorists and other groups by the CIA, the 

National Security Agency and the other agencies and 

offices that make up the 16-member intelligence com- 
munity. 

While the total intelligence spending has never formally 
been announced, this is the fourth year the Office of the 
Director of National Intelligence has released the national 
intelligence budget figure for non-military activities. The 
intelligence community had resisted efforts to reveal the 
number, arguing that enemies of the United States could 
learn valuable information by watching trends in spending. 


Approximately 100,000 
people work on national 
intelligence in the U.S., with the 
majority of employees serving 
at the big four intelligence 
agencies: the National Security 
Agency, the CIA, the National 
Reconnaissance Office and 

the National Geospatial- 
Intelligence Agency. Spending 
on those programs has risen 
over the past three years, 
according to government 
reports. CNN

ON THE RISE 


The amount designated for military battlefield intelli- 
gence had remained classified. Last year, however, then- 
Director of National Intelligence Dennis Blair revealed to 
reporters the total cost for all intelligence gathering was 
$75 billion, and indicated the amount spent on strictly 
military intelligence was approximately $25 billion. 

At the urging of the commission set up to investigate 
the 9/11 terrorist attacks, Congress passed a law in 2007 
mandating public disclosure of the non-military spending 
number at the end of each fiscal year. Specific details on 
how much each agency spends and on what remain clas- 
sified. 

The current director of national intelligence, James 
Clapper, had said at his confirmation hearings this sum- 
mer that the budgets for both strategic intelligence and 
military spying should be officially made public. 

The head of the Senate Intelligence committee said it 
is time to pare down non-military intelligence spending, 
which has doubled since the 9/11 terrorist attacks in 2001. 

“Given the nation’s financial situation, it is my view that 
the intelligence budget needs to be carefully reviewed and 
that cuts will be necessary,” said Sen. Dianne Feinstein, a 
California Democrat. 

The senator indicated there is waste and duplication 
within the budget and added, “It is clear that the overall 
spending on intelligence has blossomed to an unaccept- 
able level in the past decade.”

I, a grown-ass woman, admit that I am still shaken by their respective 
images: from gory ghosts to blood-filled elevators. Come to think of 
it, I hope where I’m staying in Sin City is safe.

BUZZ, GAGA AND BLAGO COSTUMES LIFT HALLOWEEN HYPE TO INFINITY AND BEYOND

Approximately four in 10 American adults 
will dress up this year, the highest rate re- 
corded in the five-year history of a National 
Retail Federation study of Halloween hab- 
its. Americans also will spend more money 
overall than ever, upping amounts doled out 
for candy, greeting cards and pet costumes, 
according to Kathy Grannis, an NRF spokes- 
woman. The average Halloween budget— 
including costumes—is projected at about 
$66 per person, up from last year’s $56 per- 
person expenditure. 

“T think a large part of the excitement 
about dressing up and spending on Halloween 
this year is that, unlike other holidays, it’s easy 
to get away with spending a little bit,” Grannis 
said, noting that hundreds of dollars are spent 
annually on Christmas and Valentine’s Day 
gifts and celebrations. 

A spokeswoman for national pop-up store 
operator Spirit Halloween, one of the largest 
costumer retailers with locations throughout 
Chicago, credited an overwhelming desire to 
escape reality for the spike in Hallow's Eve 
interest. Costumes du jour include “Jersey 
Shore” castmates, different looks from Lady 
Gaga, “Toy Story” characters and the joystick 
juggernauts known as the Super Mario Broth- 
ers, the latter of whom recently celebrated 
their 25th anniversary of stomping King 
Koopa. 

‘At the end of the day, Halloween is about 
being someone else for a little while,” said Su-

shma Dwivedi, a representative for Spirit Hal- 
loween. “We have been through a recession, 
but that doesn’t mean Halloween stopped 
over the last few years. It’s not surprising to 
see people splurge on it. What better way to 
have fun than a little escapism?” 

Ryan Smedick of Humboldt Park said he 
splurged on his Halloween costume to the 
tune of $80 to be Bruce Lee for a dead celeb- 
rity party he will be attending. Smedick, 29, 
said the costume—most of which he bought 
from a martial arts store for authenticity— 
also allowed him to keep up with a timeless 
tradition of going shirtless on Halloween. 

‘A few years ago, I was Tupac,” Smedick 
explained during a recent shopping trip at

Final argument 


Gov. candidates clash over ethics in closing debate

Gov. Quinn and Republican challenger Bill 
Brady tore into each other Thursday night 
on the budget, ethics and social issues dur- 
ing the final debate before the election. 

Quinn portrayed Brady as the bearer of 
“nonsensical” plans that won't lead the state 
forward, while Brady accused Quinn of 
standing by his “partner,” Gov. Rod Blago- 
jevich, as he ran Illinois into the ground. 

Quinn restated his support for an income 
tax increase to help ease the state’s massive 
money woes during the hourlong debate 
broadcast by PBS. The governor said Brady 
has failed to offer details about how he’d 
bring the state out of the red other than 
making deep, unspecified cuts. 

“Sen. Brady is irresponsible, and he’s reck- 
less, and he’s wrong, and that’s why people 
are very suspicious of his plans,” Quinn said. 
“They don’t make sense; they’re nonsensi- 
cal.” 

Brady countered that Quinn has had two 
years to fix the state’s budget, but the pile of 
bills grows higher. 


“He’s not willing to face up to the tough 
decisions that a governor must make,” 
Brady said. “Gov. Quinn has been unable to 
rein in state spending.” 

Quinn maintains he has cut $3 billion 
in spending, but Brady noted that overall 
spending has gone up since Quinn, the for- 
mer lieutenant governor, took over for the 
impeached Blagojevich. 

“You were Goy. Blagojevich’s partner for 
eight years; you can’t blame it all on him,” 
Brady said. 

The candidates also clashed on social is- 
sues, which have become a hot-button topic 
in the past week following remarks by state 
Sen. Rickey Hendon that Sen. Brady was 
“racist, sexist [and] homophobic.” 

Asked by moderator Carol Marin if his 
stance against civil unions for same-sex 
couples promotes a hostile environment for 
gays and lesbians, Brady said “not at all.” 

“The law of Illinois is that marriage would 
be a protected institution between a man 
and a woman, and I support that law,” Brady 
said. 


EARLY VOTING 
UP IN CHICAGO 
Early voting end- 

ed Thursday with 
election officials in 
Chicago reporting at 
least twice the num- 
ber of early ballots 
cast compared with 
four years ago. 

The increase is 
more a reflection of 
voters growing more 
comfortable with 
early voting thana 
sign that turnout in 
Tuesday's election will 
jump, officials said. 

Nearly 85,000 peo- 
ple had voted early 
in the city as of 5 p.m. 
Thursday. That’s a 
steep increase over 
the 24,800 or so early 
voters four years ago, 
but far less than the 
260,000 early voters 
in 2008 when Barack 
Obama sought the 
presidency. 
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CTA to test run 
electric buses 


The CTA received a $2.2 million federal grant Thursday to 
buy two all-electric buses. 

The battery-powered buses —the first buses with all-elec- 
tric propulsion systems in the CTA fleet—will be tested to 
see how well they perform in regular service, officials said. 

“We anticipate that the buses will be used for shorter 
runs,” CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. The buses 
will be used as part of the agency’s initiatives to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions, she said. 

The two buses will be standard 40-foot models, but of- 
ficials have not settled on a brand to purchase or announced 
when the pilot project will begin, Gaffney said. 

The CTA currently operates 228 diesel-electric hybrid 
buses and 1,553 diesel buses, officials said. 

Meanwhile, Metra was awarded about $341,000 to install 
automatic shutdown and start-up systems in about 27 loco- 
motives. By shutting down instead of idling locomotives, 
Metra estimates it will save 800,000 gallons of fuel and re- 
duce carbon dioxide emissions by 80,000 tons annually. 


Person of interest 
questioned at NIU

A “person of interest” was being questioned about the ho- 
micide of 18-year-old NIU art student Antinette “Toni” 
Keller, DeKalb police said in a news release Thursday night. 

“The individual is in custody on charges of obstruction 
of justice and unlawful possession of a motor vehicle. The 
extradition of this person to Illinois is pending. The inves- 
tigation into the homicide of Toni Keller continues,” ac- 
cording to the release. 

“We're finished at the park but will have officers patrol 
the area, the park and the neighborhoods,” DeKalb Police 
Chief Bill Feithen said. “To date we have received about 200 
leads” after asking the public for any information about sus- 
picious subjects and activities, especially fires in Prairie Park 
between midday Oct. 14 and the morning of Oct. 18. 

Feithen declined to comment on where the person is be- 
ing held or to provide any additional details at this time. 

Two days after she went missing nearly two weeks ago 
from the Northern Illinois University campus, authorities 
found remains in a park where Keller was last headed. The 
remains were badly burned, and police did not disclose the 
discovery for another week while authorities confirmed 
that they were human. 

The 18-year-old was last seen Oct. 14 headed to a heav- 
ily wooded park near campus, telling friends she needed to 
work on an art project. 

The lack of information from investigators has stirred 
rumors and stoked fears on the 25,000-student campus.

Bedbugs 
wort rest 


Tiny pests make leap from homes to offices 


Chicago Tribune 
Bedbugs have made the leap from apart- 
ments and homes to some of Chicago’s 
downtown office buildings and govern- 
ment headquarters. 

JPMorgan Chase had a small issue with 
bedbugs about two weeks ago in its Chase 
Tower at 10 S. Dearborn St., a company 
spokesman confirmed. 

Last week, Chicago Public Schools’ 
headquarters finished treating all 20 floors 
of its building at 125 S. Clark St. after an 
employee reported bites. 

And late last month, a “government 
office in the Loop” brought in Meron 
Kahssai, resident bedbug expert with 
the Metropolitan Tenants Organization, 
to educate employees about dealing with 
bedbugs after the office had an infesta- 
tion. 

It doesn’t matter that offices don’t have 
beds. 

The blood-sucking pests, which are 
making a comeback nationally, easily can 
hitch a ride on purses and coats from in- 
fested homes or hotels and burrow into 
furniture and files at work. 

“There is no discriminating between a 
large office and a small office, a rich firm 
for] poor firm,” said David Harris-John, 
vice president of Smithereen, a pest con- 
trol company that started receiving calls 
about bedbugs in Chicago offices about 
four months ago. 

The flat, wingless creatures, which are 
less than a quarter of an inch long, are no- 
toriously difficult to kill because they’re 
resistant to many pesticides. 

The bugs rapidly reproduce and can

survive on a single meal 
(of your blood) for up to 
one year. They’re best- 
known for settling into 
mattresses and _ biting 
people while they sleep. 
But the bugs can hide 
anywhere. 

The city of Chicago 
has seen a sharp uptick 
in complaints about bed- 
bugs to the 311 help line 
in the past year, usually 
from apartment building 
tenants angry that their 
landlords haven’t fixed 
the problem. 

It’s unclear how large 
of an issue bedbugs are in 
Chicago offices and gov- 
ernment buildings; there 
is no requirement to re- 
port the bugs to city agen- 
cies because they don’t 
carry diseases. Chase said 
the infestation affected 
just three of its cubicles. 

Some pest control and health experts 
expect the problem to grow and want to 
make sure building managers properly ex- 
terminate bedbugs so infestations don’t 
explode throughout Chicago like they 
have in New York City. 

In recent months, New York has battled 
bedbugs in many businesses including an 
AMC movie theater in Times Square, a 
Victoria’s Secret store, the offices of Elle 
magazine and the Brooklyn district attor- 
ney’s office, according to news reports.

Cabbies push 
for fare hike 


Chicago cabdrivers again pitched al- 
dermen Thursday on the need for a 
22 percent fare hike to offset rising costs 
and city fees they say are squeezing them 
to the point of destitution. 

Ald. Thomas Allen (8th) said he sup- 
ports some kind of increase after listening 
to cabbies testify that they are working 
dangerously long hours behind the wheel 
just to make enough money to pay basic 
expenses. 

The last fare increase for Chicago cabs 
was in 2005. 

But Allen, chairman of the City Coun- 
cil Transportation Committee, did not 
schedule a vote on proposed legislation 
that would increase the cost to start a ride 
from $2.25 to $2.75. He told proponents of 
the legislation to continue working with 
Norma Reyes, commissioner of the city 
Department of Business Affairs and Con- 
sumer Protection, to craft a plan. 

Reyes said she opposes any rate increase. 
She pointed out that the city enacted a taxi 
fuel surcharge of up to $1 in 2008, tied to 
the cost of gas. Reyes said her department 
would work with cab companies to intro- 
duce more fuel-efficient vehicles rather 
than passing more costs on to consumers.

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Briggs suspects race behind 
Bears’ snub at nightclub 


Linebacker Lance Briggs said a Chicago 
nightclub’s decision to deny entry to 20- 
plus Bears players Monday night might 
have had something to do with race. 

Briggs confirmed a Sun-Times report 
stating a group of Bears, of varied races, 
was turned down at Angels and Kings 
nightclub, 710 N. Clark St. 

“It probably was,” Briggs, who is black, 
said Thursday when asked if he thought 
the snub was racially motivated. “I didn’t 
get all the details and everything was hear- 
say, but there shouldn’t have been a prob- 
lem with any of us getting in. 

“Someone called beforehand to say that 
a bunch of us were coming out. If it’s not 
a private event or you're not promoting it, 
there shouldn’t be a problem.” 

Brian Urlacher’s brother, Casey (who is 
white), set up the event as part of the team’s 
“rookie night” celebration. He reserved four 
tables at Angels and Kings that were sup- 
posed to be roped off in the VIP section. 

After dining at Joe’s Stone Crab, Briggs, 
Casey Urlacher, Brian Urlacher and the rest 
of the Bears linebackers jumped on a party 
bus and headed to Angels and Kings. Casey 
Urlacher went to the door and was told by 


the promoters he could not bring the group 
inside because there were too many men. 

It is common for a Chicago nightclub 
to keep a group of five or more men from 
entering a club without any women in their 
party. 

The Bears instead went to the nearby 
Social 25 club, where they were admitted. 

Defensive linemen Israel Idonije, Matt 
Toeaina and Henry Melton were waiting 
outside the bar when the party bus arrived. 

Idonije responded “absolutely not” when 
asked if thought the incident was racial. 

“It was probably just a case of miscom- 
munication,” said Idonije, who is black. 
“Angels is a great place.” 

The club released the following state- 
ment: 

“Every Monday night, operations of the 
bar are turned over to an outside vendor 
who hosts special events. We understand 
that this Monday night, members of the 
Chicago Bears were not admitted to the 
venue. We have terminated our relation- 
ship with the outside vendor. We will 
continue to investigate the facts and have 
started to reach out and apologize to the 
various Bears players who were involved.”

“Dead” is not just about fighting 
off zombies who have an insatiable 
appetite for flesh.

“T think “The Walking Dead’ is about zombies about 
as much as ‘Battlestar Galactica’ was about robots,” cast 
member Sarah Wayne Callies said, “which is to say that ...

a lifetime. 

“Tt’s a story about a group of people who are trying not to 
turn into monsters and failing as often as they succeed.” 

Callies, who spent a lot of time in Chicago filming “Prison 
Break” a few years back, plays Lori Grimes, the wife of Rick 
Grimes (Andrew Lincoln), a sheriff’s deputy who is shot in 
the line of duty. The series centers on Rick, who in the pre- 
miere wakes from a coma weeks after he is shot—and weeks 
after a zombie apocalypse.

such films as “The Shawshank Redemp- 
tion” and “The Green Mile,” also di- 
rected Sunday’s 90-minute premiere. He 
believes a wider audience than horror- 
film fans can appreciate “Dead.” 

“We've created character-driven 
stories that I believe will appeal to 
everybody,” Darabont said at San Diego 
Comic-Con in July. 

Early episodes chronicle Rick’s search 
to learn what happened while he was 
unconscious and to find Lori and their 
son, Carl (Chandler Riggs), who are 
living with a group of survivors that 
includes Rick’s former partner, Shane 
(Jon Bernthal), in a camp in the Atlanta 
suburbs. 

During his terrifying journey, Rick 
meets other survivors, many of whom 
are not in Kirkman’s graphic novels. It’s 
in these interactions that “The Walk- 
ing Dead” differs from standard horror 
fare; there’s plenty of wit, romance and 
character development. 

Hardcore fans of “The Walking 
Dead” comics might be a bit skeptical 
of the changes, but Lincoln says not to 
worry. Not only is Kirkman aware of the

changes —he has been 
involved with the proj- 
ect from the start—but 
he loves the change-ups. 

“T think Robert Kirk- 
man himself has said, 
‘Damn, I wish I had written 
that one,’ ” Lincoln said. 

Of course, Darabont and AMC, home 
of such risk-taking series as “Mad Men” 
and “Breaking Bad,” keep every gory 
detail fans of the comics love. The first 
two episodes have scenes that include 
more than 150 zombies—each walker, as 
they’re called in the show, with a differ- 
ent look: missing eyes, cast-off chunks of 
skull or other grisly mutilations. 

Makeup artist Greg Nicotero and his 
special effects team used a combination 
of prosthetic devices and computer-gen- 
erated graphics to create the looks. 

“For fans who want to see a bunch of 
gore, this has it,” Nicotero said. “It’s un- 
like anything you've seen on TV.” 

Nicotero, who worked on such zombie 
films as 1985’s “Day of the Dead,” and 
the production team, which also includes 
Gale Anne Hurd (“The Terminator”),

even sent the extras to 
“zombie school.” 
“They learned how 
to walk like a zombie. 
They learned how to like 
make zombie faces and 
make zombie noises,” said 
Emma Bell, who plays a human, 
Amy. She said the extras were so into 
their roles, they often stayed zombies in 
their down time. 

“I wave at them and they kind of like, 
turn mean, and they start like slowly com- 
ing towards me and like grabbing me and 
I’m like, ‘OK, you're not really zombies,’ ” 
she said. “They’re very dedicated; God 
bless them because they make it real.” 

All this detail adds up to a grand, 
grotesque epic that feels more like a 
long film than a TV series. Lincoln still 
can’t believe they pulled it off. He said 
recently that he’s had to pinch himself to 
make sure that he actually did film the 
series. 

“When I read the pilot, I thought this 
is un-filmable,” he said, discussing an epic 
scene that closes out the premiere. “I just 
went, ‘Oh my Lord, this is incredible.’ ”

Tales from the thrift 


Some shops have seen it all when it comes to costume requests

Taboo Tabou sells everything from eco- 
friendly sex toys to corsets and whips. But 
at Halloween time, caged pleather bondage 
masks transform into Lady Gaga costumes, 
and lingerie usually reserved for the bedroom 
makes an appearance at parties and bars.

Another 
time, she wore an outfit she described as “Sal- 
vador’s dolly,” complete with a thin Salvador 
Dali mustache and her blonde hair in pigtails. 


Before the season arrived, she went through 
the store’s vintage collection and came up 
with 50 costumes to help shoppers who need 
ideas. But some needed no assistance coming 
up with original outfits. 

At Taboo Tabou, Young said, someone once 
asked her for fake genitals to sew into boxers 
as part of a “pervert” costume. One man at 
Beatnix even went the full-body-part route, 
dressing as a part of the female anatomy from 
head to toe, Thannum said. 

And it’s not just the costumes that are out- 
rageous. Even people’s behavior while cos- 
tume shopping can be shocking sometimes. 

“T had my hair dyed red last year, and some- 
one grabbed my hair thinking it was a wig so 
they could try it on,” Thannum said. 

With longer hours and a heavy influx of cus- 
tomers, one might think that these employees 
can’t wait for Nov. 1, but the Halloween season 
remains Thannum’s favorite time of year.

‘Hornet’ without 
Lisbeth? That stings 


After the violent ending to “The Girl Who Played with Fire,” 
punk-rock hacker Lisbeth Salander (Noomi Rapace) recovers 
from brain surgery in the hospital while reporter Mikael Blom- 
kvist (Michael Nyqvist) works to publish a huge article exposing a 
decades-long conspiracy. Meanwhile, Lisbeth still is wanted by her 
dangerous half-brother and is set to stand trial for the attempted 
murder of her father. Sheesh. 

The buzz: “Fire” was a more stream- 
lined, less gratuitously vicious thriller than 
“The Girl with the Dragon Tattoo,” and 
“Fire” director Daniel Alfredson returns 
for “Nest” to wrap up late Swedish novelist Stieg Larsson’s popular 
trilogy. Whether or not you've read the books, the person sitting 
next you on the train has. 

The verdict: A half-hearted conclusion that’s dull as a 
continuation and certainly can’t stand on its own. Lisbeth, a 
fantastic character electrically played by Rapace, easily is the 
highlight of the first two films. Now she spends nearly the 
entire movie limited to a hospital bed or jail cell while other, 
less-interesting people wonder what everyone else knows. 
“Nest” should feel like multiple exciting threads colliding, but 
the emotional and action-packed peaks never come. This anti- 
climactic snoozer just feels like people chatting over the sound 


of buzz losing its fizz.

“I am so ready to play a gay nightclub owner, 
a man who dances and has this great joie de 
vivre.” 

Tobin Bell is pitching the 
world’s moviemakers, tossing 
the idea that casting him against 
type—as say a doctor, lawyer or 
orchestra conductor—would be 
a pretty cool idea. 

“An ORCHESTRA conductor,” he en- 
thused, embracing that. “THANK you.” 

Not that he’s not grateful for the work that’s 
come along. He was a 60-something charac- 
ter player from The Actor’s Studio when fame 
came calling, in the form of a little low-budget 
horror movie that launched a genre —“torture 
porn” —and a franchise. The tall, blond Bell, 
with his owlish eyes and judgmental whisper 
of avoice, has been John Kramer, aka “Jigsaw,” 
in seven “Saw” movies since 2004. “Saw 3D” 
opens Friday. 

The movies cast Bell, 68, as a wealthy dy- 
ing man who conceived elaborate tortures 
for people he deems unworthy of life, putting 
each person in a deadly dilemma that requires 
them to do something awful to themselves or

someone else as a way of teaching them to ap- 
preciate life. 

The films have been so successful, coming 
out every year just in time for Halloween, that 
the little matter of Bell’s char- 
acter dying in the series hasn’t 
stopped them, or even slowed 
them down. His tape-recorded 
messages, his acolytes and his 
menace live on. 

Those “essential ‘Saw’ moments” are flash- 
backs, Bell says. “They fill in the story. In ‘Saw 
III,’ there was a flashback to the moment 
before John Kramer lay down on the floor in 
the pool of blood. Fans tell me how much they 
look forward to those, trying to work it out.” 

Though the middle films in the series 
earned awful, even derisive reviews, “Saw VI” 
provoked praise for Bell’s “nasty moral philos- 
opher and judge,” as The Boston Globe said. 

“ ‘Saw’ has been a puzzle,” Bell says. “It 
doesn’t play out in a linear way. It goes forward 
and backward, and sometimes what you think 
you're seeing you're not really seeing. Piecing 
it together has been a real challenge for every 
filmmaker they've brought in to do these, 
making those pieces fit.”

Tim Anderson, a writer for the horror site 
bloodydisgusting.com, says Bell “really un- 
derstands how to intone the moral certainty 
of the character ... sympathetic, yet fearsome. 
Bell sitting across from Donnie Wahlberg in 
‘Saw ID’ and just talking for the entire film is a 
mesmerizing performance.” 

Bell knows he’s been typecast thanks to 
“Saw.” But he knew that upon coming to Hol- 
lywood. He’d been a struggling actor on the 
New York stage for years when his Actor’s 
Studio mentor Catlin Adams decided to have 
“the character actor chat” with him. 

“She said, ‘You can take this any way you 
want, but you should go to Hollywood and 
start playing bad guys. You'd be good at it.’ 

“I was astounded. I thought I was going to 
play sensitive, intelligent romantic leads.” 

But even if life isn’t working out as he’d 
planned, Bell has no complaints. Strap him 
to one of Jigsaw’s torture gadgets, and Bell 
justifies himself this way: “I coach my son’s 
Pony League baseball team, I hike the White 
Mountains, I play guitar. And I work. 

“Remember what John Kramer always says: 
‘Appreciate your blessings.’ ‘Saw’ has been a 
great blessing for me.”

Noomi Rapace has lived under the formida- 
ble shadow of Lisbeth Salander for a couple of 
years now, but she’s not sick of the punk com- 
puter hacker yet. 

“She’s such a fighter; I love her,” said the 
Swedish actress, who stars in “The Girl Who 
Kicked the Hornet’s Nest,” the final install- 
ment of the film trilogy based on the late Stieg 
Larsson’s crime novels that began with “The 
Girl With the Dragon Tattoo.”

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We face off two meaty new spots, 
Ole Hardwood and Chicago Q

On either side of downtown, two new barbecue restaurants are 
upping the ante with a dash of fine-dining style. While Chicago Q 
(160 N. Dearborn St. 312-642-1160) debuted its Gold Coast din- 
ing room this summer and South Loop spot Ole Hardwood (1315 S. 
Wabash St. 312-583-9761) just started smoking last week, they have 
striking similarities to each other. 

Both dining rooms are miles more polished than your average 
checkered-tablecloth joint, but each temper that fanciness with 
plaid shirt-clad servers doling out baskets of barbecue chips in lieu 
of bread. While Chicago Q chef Lee Ann Whippen has spent years 
on the competitive barbecue circuit and Ole Hardwood’s Andrew 
Nelson (The Whiskey, Coobah) is taking his first crack cooking at 
an all-barbecue restaurant, both serve their own competition-cali- 
ber racks of ribs. In the spirit of competition, we hereby proclaim a 
fancy barbecue faceoff. 


THE LOOK 


Glass chandeliers and wood A stately bar 
columns encased in glass remain and white 
from past tenant Exposure Tapas, wood-pan-
